Several’ shots were fired at 
him. An old mannamed Remer was next 
attacked. He wasseverely choked and his 
pockets rified. HMeisina serious condition. 
Frank Herrod lost his overcoat,a gold watch, 
his pocket-book and contents. By this time 
the police were in pursuit. In the encounter 
the Chief of Police was injured. All the high- 
waymen escaped. Getting reinforcements 


and ammunition the police started out again 
in buggies to scour the country forthe rob- 
Ders, whoare allarmed, A hot battle with 
bloodshed may result.

THOUGHT TO BE THE ADAIRVILLE (GA.) TRAIN

Rome, Ga., Nov. 24.—A highly sensational 
robbery occurred at Little Row near here 
Tuesday night, which resulted in the capture 
of three men believed to bethe robbers who 
held up a Western & Atlantic train recently. 
W. H. Blank keepsa storeand post-oficeat 
little Rock. Just as Blank had closedup 
three men called at his houseand asked him 


to go backto the store. He thought they 
were customers and went. When he struck 
a light he found three pistols in 
his face accompanied by the usual ordersto 
disgorge. He was tied, and everything or 
Value taken by the men, who afterward 
locked himinand left. He got loose about 
midnight and summoned some friends to 
whom hetold his suspicions. They wentto 
the home of George Green,a farmer, cailed 
him out of bed, finding some of the booty. 
Thev wentto Pilanviilein search of Ben VMor- 
row, a prominent farmer. He was found hid- 
ing outin abarn with two Winchesters and 
jenty of ammunition. He warned them to 
Scop away, andforfive hours kept them at 
bay till reiniorcements arrived, when he sur- 
rendered.

The blood was found in a singularly fluid 
condition, which, with certain appearances 
of the brain, lungs and intestines, Coroner 
Defries belleves, points to the presence of 
poison. The Coroner’s jury has adjourned 
without rencdcring a veruict, pending iurtner 
fivestization. \:aybor was quite cool and 
Beil-possessed throughout the Inquest and 
has expressed his desire for a 
fullinvestigation. The mother and brother

She then ran to ber uncle’s, a 
quarter of a mile away, and told the cgn- 
cocted story of her husband’s murder by rob- 
bers. The crime was a most cruel one.

FOREIGN NEWS. : 


Von Caprivi’s Speech Coldly 


Received. 


BERLIN, Nov. 24.—Commenting on Count 
Von Caprivi’s speech a correspondent says 
that the audience was cold and impassive. 
There were few cheers except at the close, 
and they were tendered rather asa personal 
tribute than as an indorsement of the speech. 
Considering the occasion the attendance was 
surprisingly small. The public galleries were 
by no means full, while scarcely more than 
half the deputies’ benches were occupied. 
One could not help being impressed that the 
Diet, ifmot actually hostile, was skeptical 
and suspicious and that the Government will 
have a hard task to overcome the manifold 
prejudices. Itisnottoo much to say that 
never since Germany became an Empire has 
a session been anticipated witn such intense 
interest asthe presentone. The Democratic 
leaven which Bismarck so lght-heartedly 
lutroduced has begun actually to work since 
he disappeared and public opinion, sur- 
rendered so many years into his hands, now 
ventures to live and move. Nobody can 
venture to prophesy the fate of the military 
measures. Itis the general bellef, however, 
especially in military circles, that unpopu- 
lar though the Dills are, the country would 
prefer to accept them rather than precipl- 
tate such acrisisas would resuit from the 
defeat of the Government.

MONETARY CONFERENCE. 

BRUSSELS, Nov. 14.—A statement has ob- 
tained currency here that the American del- 
ezates to the International Monetary Con- 
ference are not prepared to submit proposals 
to the conference when it meets to-morrow. 
On the contrary it is true that proposals have 
been definitively formuiated by the American 
deiezates and that Ihey will be placed before 
the conference to-morrow. ‘lhere was some 
delay in arranging the proposals, but this 
was due to the fact. that the American 
delegates came from different States and had 
no opportunity of conferring upon the final 
adjustment of minor details until they 
reached Europe. The proposais are in such 
form as will serve as the basis for practical 
discussion. Private meetings of the various 
sections of the conference are proceeding to- 
day forthe purpose of considering the in- 
formation and views that have been inter- 
changed during the last two days. 

The International Currency Association, 
founded in London, as a rival to the Bi- 
Metallic League, is circulating a memorial to 
Sir Willlam Vernon Harcourt, Chancellor of 
the Lxchequer, urging that the British dele- 
gates to the Monetary Conference at Brussels 
be instructed to make a demand for an inter- 
national unit of silver, in orderto preventa 
possible combination on that question be- 
tween the United States and the States of 
Spanish America, tothe great detriment of 
British commercial interests. 

RISE IN SILVER. 

LONDON, Nov, 24.—The sudden rise in the 
price of silver yesterday was due to the oper- 
ations of a group of speculators. Forty lacs 
of rupies in drafts on India were offered for 
sale by the India council, The extraordinary 
amount of 618 lacs were tendered for. One 
tender of 190 lacs at the highest price 
absorbed the drafts. Indian banks and 
merchants had to g0 to the _ silver 
market to buy enough silver to meet 
theirrequirements. The price of metal was 
thus driven up 6-16d. Various motives are 
attributed to the operators. Oneof the rea- 
sons given is that thelr action was due tua 
trick of American silver men who desired to 
boom silver with a view to influencing the 
action of the Brussels conference. Dealers 
doubt that the rise will be maintained, as 


too much silver is being offered. 


BRIEF CABLEGRAMS. 

The British Government will immedlately 
send a commissioner to Uganda with an 
ample native escort to report on the best 
method of dealing with that country.

Strict Construction of a Law May Shield

WASHINGTON, Noy. 24.—Secretary Charles 
Foster has written a letter to Representative 
Fitch, Chairman of the Congressional Com-

I. Davenport, Chief Supervisor of Elections 
in New York, in which he says: ‘‘In reply to 
your communication of the 2ist inst., Ihave 
the honor to say that Mr. John I. Davenport, 
Chief Supervisor of Elections for the South- 
ern District of New York, has not presented 
to the department his bills for services alleged 
to have been rendered in the _ recent 
election, amounting to $60,000 or any other 
sum. That he has demands against 
the Government for services rendered at 
such election and that he contemplates pre- 
senting such demands within a reasonable 
time I have no doubt. Your request that 
when such bills are presented payment be 
suspended until suchtimeas the committee 
of Congress, of which you ard chairman, 
have an opportunity to verify and examine 
such claims, I fear cannot be granted within 
the iaw. Theact of Feb. 21, 1890, contem- 
platesa hearingin open courton the ques- 
tion of accuracy of accogntsof chief suaper- 
visors when they are presented for allow- 
ance, and that if you see proper and desire to 
be heard on that question, you shoula be pres- 
ent at the hearing, and that the finding 
of the court allowing the claim is so far con- 
clusive to the Treasury Department that 
I would not be warranted in suspending pay- 
ment until your committee has had an oppor- 
tunity to verify and examine the accounts 
unless some evidence of fraud or clear and 
unequivocal proof of mistake on the part of 
the Court is pointed out. Be assured, how- 
ever, that any courtesy consistent with my 
duty under the law will be extended your 
committee,’’

Negroes Duped on an African Coloniza- 
tion Scheme, 

ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 24.—A pecullar African 
craze has been started among the negroes of 
Atlanta. Thistimethere is noagent going 
about among them picking up dollars by 
pictures deftly painted of a land overflowing 
with milk and honey, but well-known and 
responsible negro preachers are advising 
their people from the pulpits toemigrate to 


Africa. The cause of this new and more 
serious African craze among the negroes is 
due toa combination of circumstances. First 
an alleged discrimination against negroes on 


the railroads in Georgia stirred up a feeling | 


among the colored race. Thenan order issued 
by the Consolidated street car company as- 
signing seats to colored people, added fuel to 
the fire. Itis certain that the doctrine of 
emigration is: being preached from many of 
the negro pulpits in the city. In Bethel 
Church on Wheat street last Sunday night 
the negroes were advised by the preacher to 
leave Georgia and go totheir own coun- 
try, Africa, where ‘they would have equal 
rights and help govern. Among other pros- 
pects this pulpit orator held out to his sable 
congregation was ‘‘street cars of their 
own.’’ Other negro preachersare holding 
outemigration to AfricaasSthe only future 
salvation (in a worldly sense) of the Ameri- 
can negrorace, These sermons are having 
marked effecton those who hear them, and 
itmay be that a bona fide emigration to 
Africa willsetin. Oneofthe negro preacnh- 
ers has signified a willingness to lead the 
way.

A Reunited Brothsr and Sister Cel+brate 
a Genuine Thanksgiving. 

Inacosy little cottage in the hamiect of 
Oakville, Mo., afew miles south of Caronde- 
let, live a sister and brother who are 
indeed thankful to Providence that they 
have, after a separation of thirty-five years, 
been spared to seeeach other again. In 
1857 tifere lived in Oakville a family 
named Meyers, consisting of ° An- 
Gdreas Meyers, wife and two children, 
Andreas, Jr., and Catharine. The son wasa 
young manor 2, and growling tired of farm 
life heleft home, parting from his mother 
and father with the expectation of returning 
in a few short years a weaithy man. He 
went out West and.is whereabouts were un- 
known. 

Twenty years elapsed and they had not 
heard of their boy. The fatherand mother, 
advanced tn years, died, leaving their daugh- 
ter with the absent son supposed to be dead. 
Catherine Meyer married a wealthy farmer 
named Berg and resided on the old farm of 
her father. Last Tuesiay a tall, heavy-set 
man, roughly dressed and carrying a valise, 
entered che gate leading to the house.

Gentlemen Who Take Part in the D. O. 
C. Minuet. 


THE COLONIAL COSTUME TOO TRYING ON 
THEIR LOWER LIMBS. 


An Amusing Complication in Arrange 
ments for the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy Ball—A Change in Masculine 
Attire Brought’ About — Mre. Morri- 
son’s Instructions. 


The ‘*Colonial Minuet’’ in costume, with 
which the grand society ball of the Daughters 
of the Confederacy, on Dec. 1, is to be 
opened, is said to have developed features 
that are causing a quiet smile to go the 
rounds of society circles when the ‘‘minuet’’ 
is mentioned. This does not mean that 
there is any trouble in the ar- 
rangements, but only that beneath 
the surface of thse arrangements there has 
been a comical little protest voiced which 
has had its effect uponthe ‘‘personnel’’ of 
the minuet’s masculine contingent. The 
nature of this protest may be delicately in- 
timated by the statement of the following 
truisms, 

It is a hi storical fact that the colonial gen- 
tleman of President Washington’s time wore 
elaborate costumes, in which knee breeches 
and silk-stockings were a prominent feature, 

Itisa well-known fact, substantiated by 
works of fiction treating of those times, that 
the turn of a colonial gentleman’s ankle and 
the general contour of his nether limbs were 
often open subjects of study and criticism, 
based upon the complete ‘‘snow down’’ 
made possible by such a costume. 

It is a later fact that abouttwo years agoa 
movement was started in this country favor- 
ingareturntokKnee breeches and silk stock- 
ings asa part of the ev@ningdressof mascu- 
line ‘‘societaires’’ of this ‘‘fin de siecle’’ 


era. 

Itisa humiliating factthatthe movement 
failed of success for the sad reason that the 
lower limbs of latter-cay gentlemen would 
not bear the inspection once common and 
satisfactory with their more robust an- 


cestors. 

In the statement of these facts lles the 
secret of the masculine protest that has 
somewhat disturbed the smooth progress of 
the D. oO. C.’s colonial minut. Sst. Louls 
gentiemen were not prepared for the dlis- 
closures that would follow thetr donning of 
Knee breeches. It is said that both their 
courage and their caives failed them. 

HOW IT STARTED. 

Whenthe minuet project was first men- 
tioned it was placed in charge of Mrs. J. L. 
D. Morrison, who stillhas the management 
ofit. Mrs. Morrison wasto select the young 
ladies and gentiemen who would take part in 
the stately old aristocratic dance. She 
did so, and the young ladies selected 
responded ** to a man,’’ so to 
speak, forduty. But some of the gentlemen, 
itis sald, entered panic-stricken excuses on 
the spot. They didnot give Mrs. Morrison 
their real reason for deciining, either. 
Most of them _= said they did not 
how .to dance the minuet and 
were ‘**too old dogs to learn new 
tricks.*’ But one of the gentlemen thus hon- 
ored, whose name tis charitably withhel/l, to- 
day very frankly told a PosT-DISPATCH re- 
porter the real secret of his withdrawal froin 
the D. O. C.’s minuet. 

‘*How could 1 do it, don’t you knovw?’’ he 
asked, naively. ‘*My legs are not straight, 
and they area bit scraggy. Look at’em,. Do 
you think I would stay alievening ina Dall 
room with those legs in tnee-breeches and 
silk stockings? There were others who felt 
just as1did.’’ 

It Is stated that before thelist of colonial 
minuet dancers was finally made up, Mrs. 
Morrison heard of this undercurrent cause 
of the polite declinations of several gentie- 
men whom she had originally selected for the 
dance. Mrs. Morrison was equal! to the 
emergency. At a very recent re- 
hearsal of the minuet she solved 
the alfficulty by some very simple 
hut significant instructions, itis said. These 
instructions wereto the effect that gentie- 
menin the colonial minuet who felt that 
their lower extremities were not equal to the 
spectacular strain should resort to the use of 
padding. The instructions were gratefully 
followed. 

THE CHOSEN COUPLES. 

ut all obstacles to perfect success wers 
not overcome by this **padding order’’ issued 
to the masculine minaetists. Itschief effect 
was to definitely complete the list of dancers 
only. The listas completed stands as fol- 
lows: 

Miss Sophie Johnson as Martha Washing- 
ton and Mr. Howard Benoist as George 
Washington willlead the dance. Then will 
come he following couples: Miss’ Pos- 
tlewalte, Mrs. Judge Castleman’s

B. Valliant; Miss Bogy with Eugene 
Sweeney ; Miss Ioulse McGhee of New Orleans 
with Mr. Carr; Miss Hutchinson and Mr, 
Hlarney; Miss Farr with Mr. Chambers Ty- 
ler; Miss Frances Cabanne with Mr. Scanlan; 
Miss Eaton with Mr. Carr; AMiss fF. 
Carr with Mr. Bryen; Miss Clark 
with Mr. Christy Hutchison, Miss Wells with 
Mr. Pierre Clautice, Miss Thompson with Wr. 
Brokaw, Miss C. Clark with Mr, Clark, Miss

A OOSTUME COMPLICATION. 

But after the settlement of the ‘‘cast’’ of 
the minuet, came up the matter of costumes. 
It was originally announced that well- 
known personages in colonial his- 
tory would be impersonated by the 
respective couples taking part in 
the D. O. C. minuet. In addition to Gen, and 
Mrs. Washington, they would represent Mr. 
and Mrs. Jno. Jay, Mr. and Mrs. Theo. Sedg- 
wick, Mr. and Mrs. Wm, Smith, Mr. 
and Mrs. Bingham, etc. Once more 
the young ladies selected by Mrs. Morrison 
accepted the situation and went to work to 
getup their costumes. But again, It is said, 
the gentlemen were ‘‘upatree’’ as it were. 
lo appear in the correct costume 
of the characters allotted to them 
would necessitate having these costumes 
made to order, at great expense, and after 
the D. O. C.’s ball had gone into history, the 
‘*old three-cornered hat,and the breeches and 
allthat’’ would be practically worthless to 
their owners. This new complication also 
reached \irs. Morrison’s ears, the story goes, 
and that lady solved the problem by; cutting 
the Gordian knot.. She issued another order, 
doing away with historical accuracy in the 
gentlemen’s dress. The ‘‘costume de 
rigueur’’ prescribed for them instead is as 
follows: Modern clawhammer coat, white 
waistcoat, lace shirt, Diack knee- 
breeches, black silk stockings, white 
wigs. This was accepted and 
will be carried out. The young ladies taking 
part are, however, having their costumes 
made historically correct. They are using 
as refere.ice the colered plats of colonial cos- 
tumes owned by the Mercantile Library, and 
as a result there will be some pretty pictures 
of ‘‘auld lang syne’’ to be seen when the 
minuet.is danced. 

EVERYTHING WORKING SMOOTHLY.

Caused by Careless Handling of the Dan- 
gerous Compounds—Neck Broken bya 
Fall From a Wagon-—Brakeman Killed 
by the Cars at Terré Hau te—Casualty 
Briefs. 


RICHMOND, Va., Nov. 24.—An explosion, 
terrible in its consequences, occurred yester- 
day afternoon, at Mrs. McDougal’s boarding 
house on Tenth street. The young and 
pretty wife of Charles F. Paulhaus was the 
victim and now lies at the City Hospital ina 
critical condition. On Tuesday last Mr. and 
Mrs. Paulhaus applied at the house for a 
room and engaged oneon the second floor. 
No one Knew how thecouple occupied thelr 
time, but Knew that they were together 
engaged in some kindof workin the room 
selected by them. Yesterday afternoon after 
dinner the couple again retired to their 
room, and an hour afterwards there was a 
terrible explosion, which shattered window 
panes and was felt for some distance 
around. When an entrance was 
affected to the room a horrible 
sight met the eyes ofthose who rushed in, 
Mrs. Paulhaus waslyingon the floor, blood 
streaming from her face, throat and arms, 
while her husband was endeavoring to 
smother the flames with an article of cloth- 
ing. Onexamination by physicians it was 
found that Mrs. Paulhaus wes insensible 
and that her nose had been almost com- 
pletely severed from her face, and on many 
places aboutthe face and throat the skin 
had been clipped offasif by aKnife. A thor- 
ough examination revealed the fact that the 


young lady was badly injured about the ab- 
domen,. The young husband, while more for- 
tunate, had his hand horribly burned and 
received several splinters about his face. His 
condition is not thought to be serious, Since 
arriving here the couple have been engaged 
in making torpedoes and red-fire, and were 
engaged in making the former when the ex- 
plosion occurred,

And by consequence we some- 
times almost forget that we have 
a government at all, So there 
has grown up in every community, a pro- 
fessional body, who supplement our indiffer- 
ence by their activity, and who are quite 
willing to relieve us of the labor 
and anxiety of self-government. This 
fact in itself might not be 
inthe nature of a calamity, There may be 
many advantages in having an intelligent, 
well-educated despotism. That is what 
every well-governed mercantile and 
commercial house practically is. 
Once confine a government strictly to its 
proper functions; haveit protect the citizen 
in his Ife, liberty and property, 
and Keep its hands of his

PROF. WICKSFORD’S EXPERIMENTS. 

A serjes of experiments will be made next 
Wednesday at the chemical laboratory of the 
New Water Worksin the work of analyzing 
the river water. Prof. John ¥. Wicksford, 
who Is in charge, states that invitations have 
been extended to anumber of members of 
the medical profession to make their own 
analyses at the laboratory and draw thelr 
own conclusions. 

Prof. Wicksford does not think that the 
present opal color of the water has any par- 
ticular significance, as it has frequently 
shown the same,color in years gonp by when 
it was presumedto De free from any disease 
germs. No inferences of weight can be 
drawn from the water’s color. 

It may be due to the presence ofa quantity 
of fine white sand in it which is harmless. 

The present water supply Is taken from the 
vicinity of East Grand avenue, and Prof, 
Wicksford thinks it may be open to objec- 
tion. It will not be long before it is taken 
from a point near the Chain of Rocks, which 
is six miles above the present pumps. 

A tunnel 60 feet in length, running out into 
the riveratthis point, will connect with a 
water towerto be erected, through which 
the water will be strained into the tunnel. 
This will give the city much purer water 
than it is at present receiving, 
though the spring and fall overflows 
will always have a certain effect on the pur- 
ity of the river water. Prof. Wicksford said 
he was notcertain by any means that the 
present typhold epidemic was attributabie to 
the water. There were epidemics in other 
cities where the water was fairly pure, and 
it had to be attributed to other causes. 

DR. SULLIVAN’S VIEWS. 

Dr. J. EK. Sullivan, :City Milk Inspector, 
when seen this morning was just making 
preparations to go to the new Water- 
works for the purpose of obtaining 
specimens of the river water both above the 
Prairie avenue sewer and also belowit. He 
has already taken some samples directly 
from the hydrant which he Is ana- 
lyzing and hopes to be able to report 
on by Saturday. By taking samples of the 
water both above and below the present sup- 

osed pointin theriver where the water is 
fable to be infected Dr. Sullivan 
hopes to obtain some satisfactory results. 
In making the analysis of the water the doc- 
tor states that care must be taken not to kill 
the disease germs, These are discovered by 
the aid of the microscop? and when once 
found, he says, they must be fed and nurtured 
so as to develop them fully, andthus obtain 
a definite idea of their specific nature. 

**Will one boiling kill the germs?’’ 

‘*at this season of the year it should. The 
germs are not propagated in water at this 
time of the year, and if the boiling process Is 
carried to what ts generally known as 
the steaming point—there is no reason why 
the spores even should not be killed, admit- 
ting that there are any inthe water. In the 
summer timeagthis would be different and 
probably two Bollings would be necessary.’’

That the city issomewhat in danger of a 
sort of epidemic of typhoid fever is evidenced 
by the fact that the reports of new cases con- 
tinue to pourinto the Health Department, 
and there are no indications of its abatement. 
The health authorities are endeavoring to 
get at the cause of the disease sothat they 
can stamp it out, but so far their efforts have 
proved unavailing. The prevailing opinion 
of the health officials is that the fever must 
be attributed to the water supply, butan in- 
vestigation in this direction has not ad. 
vanced far enough at present to warrant any 
satisfactory conclusions being drawn. 

Chief Sanitary Inspector Francis states that 
he has received reports of 104 new cases of 
typhold fever since yesterday. This only in- 
cluded reports by mail up to 10 o’clock this 
morning, there being no later delivery. Mr. 
Francis is also inclined to believe that little 
or no satisfactory results have been attained 
so far from analytical tests of the river 
water. 

He referred toa report made in 1885 of an 
epidemic of typhoid fever in the little town 
of Plymouth, Pa., on the Susquehanna River. 
Out ofa population of 8,000, there were 1,000 
cases reported and 100 deaths. The town’s 
water supply is taken sometimes from the 
Susquehanna River and sometimes from the 
dams constructed along a mountain brook 
which flows past the city, and the water of 
which on analysis proved to be practically 
free from disease germs. An attempt was 
made, however, to trace the origin of the 
epidemic toa typhoid patient who had died 
in the winter of 1884, and whose discharges 
had been thrown ona bank of snowon the 
hiliside adjoining his house, and which 
drained into one of the dams of the brook. 

To substantiate this claim it was shown 
that as soon as the inhabitants ceased using 
the hrook water and were supplied entirely 
by the water from the Susquehana River, the 
epidemic ceased to spread and soon disap- 
peared,

GIVE THANKS. 

Days of thanksgiving and prayer are of 
Puritan origin, and fora long time ‘they 
were unpopular in the South, because in 
the North they were made the occasion for 
fanatical sermons on political texts, cal- 
culated and intended to inflame the pas- 
sions of one section against the other. It 
was an off day forthe lukewarm and the, 
erring among the flock, and the Southern 
slaveholder and not Satan was the object 
of vituperation and attack. The devout 
Abolitionist thanked God not so much for 
the material blessings granted him, 
but because he was not like other men—es- 
pecially was he better than his brother 
who lived by the sweat of slave labor and 
made chattels of human beings. Rising 
to the height of fervid eloquence and in- 
flating his pious soul with the confidence 
of self-righteousness, he depicted with 
fury and falsehood the wrongs of the 
slave and the brutality of his master. 

But later the character of the observance 
was changed, and the bitter spirit of in- 
tolerance gave way to a finer sense of grat- 
itude and a broader and more genial senti- 
ment of common brotherhood and good 
fellowship. The result is that all sections 
of the country meet, as it were, at the 
same altar of thanksgiving, and official 
proclamations are issued by the governor of 
Mississippi as wellas by the governor of 
Massachusetts,and the only differences that 
arise are in regard to the cooking of the 
turkey and the flavor of the wine. 

But even on this point there is a wide 
divergence of opinion. It must be admit- 
ted that the popularity of that famous 
and persecuted bird has of late years been 
seriously impaired by the ranges and 
steam ovens and other modern appliances 
of the kitchen. The good old style of 
swinging the fatand rotund form of the 
gobbler from the arch of a fire-place 
filled with hickory coals, of turning and 
basting him until heis brown and cri8p 
and tender, has passed away; and we have 
instead the sogged and stringy mass, the 
thin and watery juices—an insipid sub- 
tance which would cause old Betsey, the 
colored cook, to turn up her flat nose with 
undisguised contumely not unmingled 
with pain. 

In the first place the turkey, and indeed 
all the feathery tribe, should be picked 
cold. Hot water expands the oil in the 
tip of the feathers, suffuses it under the 
skin and spoils the delicate flavor of the 
flesh. Then the oven should be hot, with 
frequent ventilation, the dripping juices 
repeatedly poured over the breast and 
back, and the bird thoroughly browned 
toward the close of the crematory process. 
It is then a dish for the gods, especially if 
accompanied with dishes of salsify and 
fresh celery and washed down with cham- 
pagne or sherry. 

But whether our culinary suggestions be 
adopted or not, let us all to-day give 
thanks to the Giver of all good, and divide 
a partof our surplus with the poor and 
suffering. Whatever may be our personal 
disappointments and _ afflictions the 
most unhappy has some cause for 
gratitude and praise. Our condition in 
life may not be as pleasant as we hoped, 
and possibly had reason to ; but it is 
after all better than it might have been 
and we still have opportunities for allevi- 
ating our ills and retrieving our losses.

To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: : 

I have been reading with much interest the 
articles published in your paper referring to

It seems to me 
thatifsuch an important improvement in 
our connections with the outside world, 
way of the Mississippi, can De brought about, 
it would be of vast, increas.

portance trom that country until 
we can show the Mexicans that 
we can land our goods in their ports as 
cheaply asthe English and French or our 
Eastern seaboard cities do. The freight 
rates On general merchandise from this city 
to Mexico are considerably higher than from 
the East or from Europe, hence the Mexican 
buys, and will continue to buy, where his 
goods, when deNMvered, cost him the least 
money. 

I have heard many expressions of opinion 
from persons who have looked Into the Lucas 
ship. Their opinions are conclusive that the 
pemciples involved in the plans of construc- 

ion are correct and, if properly carried out, 
must result in success. have also 
seen the certificates of eminent naval 
constructors and marine engineers to the 
same effect, hence there seems to be no valid 
reason why St, Louis should delay any longer 
in ving this important experiment.a fair 
and full trial.

INSIDE THE GROUNDS. 
MANHATTAN FIELD, NEW YORK, Nov. 24.— 
The metropolis surely has gone foot bail 
mad. Fivethousand people are already as- 
sembled to witness the match, which Is not 
to start fortwo hours. The fence surrounid- 
ing the playing feld is Diack with 
spectators, whose horns and cails are 
heard all over the place. The grand 
stands are comparatively empty, but already 
the uncovered stands are half filled. A num- 
ber of tally-hos are onthe ground and car- 


riages are arriving as fast asthey can get 
through the gates. The day ts a per- 
fect one for foot ball, with one exception— 
the wind. The grounds are bright with 
sunlight, and the rather cool atmosphere as 
a consequence is warmed. ‘The breeze isa 
stiff one from the west, and if it does not 
moderate before time for play is called con- 
siderable willbe gained in choice of posi- 
tion. Thehigh bluffs at the west end of 
the feld command a good view of the field, 
and already some twenty venturesome sports 
have climbed the rocks and sit sixty 
feet above the grounds waiting for the ball 
to be putin play. Their position is one which 
the wind makes anything but comfortable, 
but there is no enthusiast like the foot ball 
flend, and it is safe to say that before 2 
o'clock, when thousands of spectators have 
massed themselves on the grounds, hundreds 
will be massed on the cliffs, tooting horns 
and waving flags with the rest of them. 

As early as 8 o'clock this morning trains on 
the Sixth and Ninth ‘*‘L’’ roads, the only 
public conveyances to the grounds, were 
filled with people bound for the game. The 
gates were not open until 1l o’clock, but for 
an hour before the streets in the vicinity of 
the grounds were filled with a howling mob 
of college boys who made iife miser- 
able for storekeepers in the vicinity of 
their noise.

DRINKING RULES. 


Alcohol Should Never Be Taken Except 
With Food-Shun Rash Nips. 


In the first plgce, says a writer in Black- 
wood’s, lay this down as a rule to which there 
is hardly any exception, that alconol should 
only be taken with food, and preferably, and 
f possible exclusively, with the principal 


meal of the day, andthat it should be diluted 
as faras palate and convenience will allow, 
the reason ofthis being that the destructive 
influence of strong drink on the tissues is 
purely physical and the intimate structureof 
some of our organs is hardered and com- 
pressed much inthe same way as the ana- 
tomical preparations which furnish the 
sheives of our museums. 

But in order to carry this out effectually, 
not only is prolonged immersion and soaking 
required, but the fluld itself must be strongly 
impregnated with spirit. Itis worse than 
absurd to compare a piece of dead tissue sus. 
pan“ in pure alcohol witha corresponding 

it of our own living body; for not only are 
the principles of vitality and nervous func- 
tion elements which the labelled jar does not 
contain, buttherapid torrent of the circula- 
tion whiris the blood swiitly round from 
artery to veln, and the soak and contact at 
one given spot must be momentary and tran- 
sient, 

But, in addition to this, the actual propor- 
tion of spirit to the total mass of the biood 
must be trival under ordinary conditions of 
moderation, and the blood as it sweeps 
round on its ceaseless flow deposits, at vari- 
ous points of contact, sundry constitdent 
parts ofthe spirit which it contains. Thus, 
oxidation goes on through the lungs and the 
skin, and the liverand the kidneys, in their 
turn, may take part in converting alcohol 
into other things, which accounts for its al- 
most total wesc AAs een and which entitles 
it to rank as a food. 

It therefore requires no more explanation 
to prove that we should do our drinking in a 
very systematic way. Shun, as you would 
the evil one, all rash nips and casual drinks; 
let not sherries and brandies and sodas De- 
tween meals tempt you from your rule, but 
mix all your liquor with food, which shields 
the tissues from its contact and aids its safo 
Gispersion through the circulation. Tien 
either take weak wines, or, if they must be 
stronger, dilute copiously, and be careful to 
correct the acidity of some of the more high 
alcoholized beverages—which ar eves meet ed

One day, many years after, a lady and gen 
tleman arrjved here and presented them- 
seives at the Mason mansion on Chestnut 
street. Things were different then with the 
family. Like many an old Californian, Ma- 
son had succumbed to the inroads of new- 
comers from the East and his business had 
suffered.

COMING THIS WAY. 


‘What May Happen if the Comet Collides 


‘With the Earth. 


THE TROUBLE MAY BEGIN NEXT SATUR- 


DAY NIGHT, 


Prof. Young of Princeton Says It Is Not 


Biela’s Wanderer, but Thinks It Is 


Heading in Our Direction—Other Ob- 
servers Hold a Different Opinion—Look 


Out for Meteors. 


New YorK, Nov. 24.—The possibility of a 
collision between the earth and the celestial 
wanderer, about whose identity astronomers 
Bre still in doubt, ts naturally a topic of 
absorbing interest. Prof. Bass of the Dudley 
observatory says the comet is not Biela’s, 
and that it is going from in- 
stead of coming toward the earth. In 
this view he is supported by some other sup- 
ported by other observers. Among those Is 
Prof, William L. Elkinsofthe Yale Observa- 
tory. Prof. Elkins says that the present 
comet will probably never come nearer than 
within 80,000,000 miles of the earth, and that 
nothing is expected of it. He characterizes 
it as a wanderer, and says that its orbit will 
mot cross that of the earth again, Prof: 
Elkins predicts meteoric showers from the 
26th to the 28th, asthe earth passes through 
the wake of Biela’s comet at that time. 

SAYS IT IS COMING THIS WAY. 

But a notable exception to these views is 
the conclusion arrived at by Prof. Charles A. 
Young of Princeton, who says: 

**It has increased in size since I first saw _® 
s0in my opinion it is probably coming to- 
ward us, Itistraveling about 750,000 milesa 


~ 
Og 
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Gay, and aslobserved itlast nightI calcu- 
lated it to be about 5,000,000 miles from the 
earth. As the earth isapproaching the place 
wherethetwo orbits come together at’ the 
rate of 1,500,000 miles a day, the comet, if it 
travelsinthe orbitof Biela’s, will pass its 
nearest spot tothe earth’s orbit elght hours 


before the earth catchesit, andthis will be 
oo next Sunday, probably Saturday 
Dight. 

**The appenrance of the comet is much 
aifferent from the ordinary. At first its 
edves were as clearasif cut witha pair of 
scissors. Now, however, its tail bas grown 
much longer, and last nightit resembled a 
brush. Its spectrum 1s continuous, but with- 
out the dark lines, so probabjiy it Is not a self- 
luminous body. itis now three or four times 
as large as when I first saw it, and last night 
I saw in many parts of it littie shining parti- 
cles, which, with the telescope, I recognized 
to be stars shining through it. Soilt isa 
gaseous substance, and if it does strike the 
earth, will cause no great harm. 

**Iits substance Is extremely rare. Our air 
is several hundred times more dense, soifit 
does strike the earth it will do no more 
harm tothe inhabitants than a featherbed 
would do the fish if it should fall onthe ocean. 
The greatest possibie harm that could come 
would be the falling of a few nundred of 
meteortc stones over the surface of the earth 
anda slight disturbance in our atmosphere, 
caused by its wases mixing with ourair. Its 
diameter is about 25,000 miles so the falling 
of as many meteoric stones as it seems to 
contain over such a surface would spread 
them so thinly that not very many would 
strik the earth, and these would do littie 
damage. If it strikes the earth next Saturday 
night about all we will see will bea nice dlis- 
play of meteoric filreworks.’’ 

AN ECCENTRIC TOURIST, 

Biela’s comet its regarded as the most ec- 
centric and unreliable wanderer of the heav- 
ens, seeming to follow a plan of its own 
rather than running ina track which scien- 
tists have iaid downeor it. Science falls to 
record one instance in which Blela’s comet 
swung around the circle in accordance with 
the immutable laws which are supposed to 

overn the movements of ailthe heavenly 
dies. Its appearance at this time has thus 
aroused astronomers toa high pitch of inter- 
est. 
If the recora of Blela’s comet was not such 
a bad one, there would not be the slightest 
doubt thatitis that flery monster which is 
now headingthis way. Its periodicity has 
arrived; its timeis up, Nov, 27, 1892, is the 
date when it ought to be nearest tothe earth. 
But for several years astronomers jhave been 
complacently regarding it as ‘‘iost.’’ Their 
theory—for a special theory hadto be made 
to fit this particular comet—was tiat, 
after having once exploded in the heavens, 
ithad goneon bursting as it fewthrough 
space, and that they were well rid ofthe 
whole affair. Therefore it ts that scientists, 
having cometo this conclusion, are loth to 
Delleve that Blela’s comet has again ap- 
ared upon the scene which It was supposed 
have abandoned tothelir infinite rellef, 

Atany rate, they say that ff itis really 
Biela’s comet whichis now coming rapidly 
in view, they are partly correct, because 
one ofits parts has dadlsappeared. After it 
burst thei two parts kept company for sev- 
eral years, being a few hundred thousand 
miles apart, and they were supposed to be 
inseparable. Only one comet head has thus 
far been observed, which leads to tho Delief 
thatthe other has exploded. It may have 
hit a star somewhere. That Is alleged vy 
ecientists as the cause of the original explos- 
fon, for they profess not to understand how 
{it could burst of its own volition. 

MYRIADS OF METEORS, 


In every instance when LBiela’s comet has 
approached the earth its appearance has 
been accompapied by tmmense numbers of 
falling stars, and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that many meteors will be seen this 


week. 

Despite the assuring words of Prof. Young 
that the visit of this comet t> the earth 
would be attended with no harmful conse. 
quences it Is recorded that the 
which fly in myriads with Biela’s comet, are 
almost solid balisofiron. Many of them ex- 

lode like shells from a@ man-of-war when 
tuey strike the ground, While others plunge 
into the sea with a loud report or bury them- 
selves in theearth. Men and cattie hit vy 
these falling stars have been Killed instant. 
ly. There are countless numbers of them in 
the tall of the comet, and they trail behind it 
for millions of miles. Passing throuch the 
atmosplere of the earth many are aitracted 
by its gravity. Here is what the eminent 
scientist Maupertuis has said in regar. to the 
possible contact of the earth with a comet: 

‘With thelr variety of movements, ft is 
clearly possible fora comet to encounter 
some planet, oreven ourearth, upon its way, 
andit cannot be doubted that torribie re- 
sults would ensue. On the mere approach of 
these two bodies great changes would be ef- 
fected in their movements, arising elther 
from their mutual attraction or from the ac- 
tion of some fluid compressed between them. 
The least of these movements would suffice 
to change the position of the axis and the 

les of the earth. That part of the ‘globe 
which bas been previously near the equator 
would be situated, after such an event, near 
the poles, and that which had been near the 

les would be situated near the equater.

KEEPING IT QUIET. 


Senator Espenschied Preparing a Trust 
Company Bill 


HE LOOKS DISTRUSTFULLY ON THEIR 
RAPIDLY GROWING POWER. 


A Legislative Movement That Deeply 
Concerns St. Louis Financiers—The 
Senator’s Cautious Statements—Breck- 
inrlidge Jones and Insurance Commis- 
sioner Ellerbe Discuss the Situation. 


A hint of whatis goingon at the desk of 
State Senator F. F. Espenschied has reached 
the ears ofthe officers of some of the St, 
Louls trust companies, andis causing some 
resentful concern. 

Senator Espenschied used to be Treasurer 
of St. Louls, and he carriesona general 
financial business now. He Is one of ths most 
intimate advisers of City Comptrotler John 
D. Stevenson and gave that officer 
the benefit of his advice when he 
was carrying through the arrangements 
which resufted in placing the city bonds in 
London. In the last Legislature, when the 
trust companies were getting through 
the law extending their powers, Sen- 
ator Espenschied. was not regarded as 
their friend. Before that act was passed 
trust companies were slowin forming in St. 
Louls. The new law made it possible for 
them todo business on a large scale, and 
they have flourished like green bay trees since 
that session. There are now three home 
companies that doa general trust company 
business in St. Louls besidestheM. K. & T., 
which does business in several other States. 

Senator Espenschied seems to have kepta 
close watch upon the growth of the trust 
companies and the widening of their flelds of 
‘business, and since the election he appears 
to have intimated to several people 
that he Intended to confine their business 
within narrower boundaries if it was possible 
for a Dill actively pushed in the Legislature 
to do it. 

SENATOR ESPENSCHIED’S BILL. 

Senator Espenschied is quoted by one man 
to whom he talked as 1s toys ham he intended 
to ‘‘clip the wings’’ ofthe trust companies, 
which he belleved were going on bonds 
to an amount greater than their cap- 
ital stock, This statement in the 
last few days has got noised around amon 
the trust company officers and has vexe 
them greatly, principally because they credit 
the Senator with more or less of personal 
motive. 

It is stated among some of them 
that Senator Espenschied was a candidate 
for the office of Secretary of the St, Louls 
Trust Co, , when it was first formed, and that 
failing to get that he became their 
legislative critic. Others say that 
the Senator found some trust company in the 
way in some financial operation of his own, 
In justice tothe Senator, however, it must 
be said that no satisfactory corrobora- 
tion of these reports reflecting on 
his sincerity could be found by a Post-Dis- 
PATCH reporter who undertook to-day to find 
out what there was inthe talk. The Senator

‘*Well, [don’t Know that I shall,”’ said the 
Senator. ‘*i shall see if they are charging 
a greater rate of interest than others can 
get, and if suv, I shall probably lay the mat- 
ter before the Legislature.’’ 

THE BANKS NOT HOSTILE. 

Breckinridge Jones, the Secretary of the 
Mississippi Valley Trust Co., is made Dy com- 
mon consent of the trust company officials 
the defender of the system whenever e6x- 
planations or replies to misrepresentations 
are considered to be in order. Mr. Jones last 
June made an address before the Missouri 
Bankers’ Association upon trust companies, 
and devoted much of his time to proving 
that the trust companies and the 
banks were natural allies and 
not in the least degree antagonistic. In the 
discussion of Senator Espenschied’s inten- 
tious it has more than once been said that the 
banks of this city were encouraging him, re- 
garding the trust companies, with their great 
powers as dangerous competitors, and Mr, 
Jones was seen and asked about this. 

‘‘I do not think it possible,’’ said he, 
‘*There are too many bankers interested in 
the trust companies also,’’ 

And Mr. Jones rapidly ran over a lst of 
bank presidents and directors who are also 
officers in trust companies, 

‘Tr don’t belleve the Legisla- 
ture would = geriously consider any 
bill that would hamper the 
trust companies now,’’ Mr, Jones continued. 
‘*‘We went up to Jefferson Clty volun- 

the last session, and got 
bill through requiring 
every trust company should be 
to the inspection of the Insurance Commis 
sioner, and should put $200,000 cash in his 
hands as a guarantee that their stockholders 
would be protected, This was done to keep 
wiid cat companies out of the fleld. After that 
we said tothe Legislature that if there was 
any other plan by which the interests of de- 
positors or stockholders would be better pro- 
tected we would accept it if they would pro- 
pose it. I can’tsee any possible objection 
now to the compantes.’’ 

‘*‘Do the trust companies exact a eater 
interest than other lenders can obDtain?’’ 

‘‘No, they do not. Suppose you have a 
talk with the Insurance Commuissioner,’’ 
added Mr. Jones. ‘*‘rthelaw puts the com- 

anies entirely under his supervision and he 
cnowe just what they are.’’ 

Insurance Commissioner ©. P. Ellerbe said: 
‘*I don’t know anything about this bill of 
Senator Espenschied’s you speak of, but I can 
say officially that the trust companies give 
a bond to this department as strong any 
concerns of the kind should be expected to
